PETITION TO REQUEST WAIVER OF A SIGNATURE OF UNAVAILABLE 
INVENTORS UNDER 37 CFR §1.183 

This Petition is submitted pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.183 for requesting waiver 
of a signature of unavailable inventors, Zhen Liu and George Popsecu, to execute 
the Declaration under 37 C.F.R. §1.131 in connection with the above-identified 
application.
